Rejoinder of Majority. 

In their prompt rejoinder today the 
majority members said: “It is not 
incumbent upon the six members of 
the board concurring in this deci- 
sion to follow the minority into a 
partisan controversy. 

“In so far as the dissenting opinion 
distorts the sentiments of the major- 
ity, misquotes their language and re- 
flects upon their desire and disposi- 
tion to do justice, we will refrain 
from comment. We prefer to be- 
lieve that these improprieties crept 
nto the document which was drafted 
hy the employes in the headquarters 
of the railway department of the 
American Federation of Labor, and 
that they were overlooked by the 
Cissenting members.

The agents provocateurs and snoop- 
ing enforcement officers of the Government will have 
blind eres for bootlegging on the docks and the 
sea. but a thousand eres will be turned on the poor 
devils who want beer or wine or whisky or who sell 
these alcoholic beverages on land.

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The Coal Situation. 


What will be the outcome of the coal strike? 


This question is of underlying importance in discussions of 
local and country-wide business conditions. 


Little effect of the cessation of work in the mnion mines, 
April 1, has been apparent to the general public. 


A 
E. J. Wallace, commissioner of the Missouri State Retail Coal 
Dealers’ Association, said the other day: 


‘‘The present situation is easy, and it will bé so for a month 
or two, but if the miners are still able to hold out and Aug 1 
comes, it will be a different matter for a great many~persons 
who are not accustomed to sitting quiet and keeping cool. 


‘*The large surplus of coal at the mines on April 1, and in the 
bins of dealers in St. Louis and surrounding territory, is pretty 
well used up at this time. On April I there must have been 
about 25.000 or more tons. of the coal held in storage for com- 
méreial purposes at the mines in Southern [llinois, besydes 
several thotsand tons for railroad purposes. . The -railroads 
underestimated their needs, and the present high prices in the 
non-union fields are caused chiefly by railroad inefficiency 
in anticipating the actual needs of the roads for the same 
period of time that the general public and imdustries antici- 
pated and provided for. 


‘“There is another angle to this situation. The Eastern States 
use more than three-fourths of all the anthracite coal produced 
in the Pennsylvagja fields. These mines have now been idle 
over two months, and will certainly be idle three months. 
This will mean, even if they work-to capacity for the remain- 
der of the year, that their entire tonnage must be marketed in 
the East, where anthracite coal is an absolute necessity, whereas 
in the Middle West it is.a luxury. 


‘*There is enough coal held back to take care of the call for 
threshing, otherwise the movement of wheat would have been 
held up. 


‘‘Up to this time; there has been no complaint on the price 
of coal in the St. Louis territory, except on that brought in 
from West Kentucky, which the high mine price, with a higher 
freight rate, naturally takes to a price beyond that of Illinois 
coal. 


‘‘In my opinion, the public should not, at this time, 
Congress to take any action in connection with the coal strike. 
Inasmuch as the operators have the backing of the dealers, in 
a fight for lower coal, it ought to be left to the operators and 
the miners to settle this. If they fail to do so in the next two 
or three months, then it perhaps is but right and proper that the 
Government take some steps to bring them together: and 
eventually it may be that some sort of Government regulation 
will prevail, but Government regulation will usually mean 
higher priced coal to the public, because the Government usu- 
ally grants strikers’ demands to a large degree. ~

miner 1s entitled to a good living wage, but there is a surplus of 
men and mines—fully one-third too many men and in some 
sections one-third too many mines—and this has brought about 
an overhead in the cost of production that has meant higher 
prices in the past. and will in the future unless the operators 
and miners can compose their differences.”’

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No. 151—To Blow 100 Smoke Rings 
a Minute. 


To blow 100 smoke rings a minute 
sounds like an impossible feat, but 
it may easily be accomplished by 
constructing a “smoke-ring ma- 
chine,” an impromptu contrivance 
that can be made in two minutes. 

Take sitx calling cards and bend 
in the ends as shown in Figure 1. In 
the center of one card cut a small, 
round hole. Assemble the cards to 
form a loose, six-sided box, withthe 
hole on top. Blow several puffs of 
cigar or cigarette smoke into the 
box. By merely tapping the side of 
the box with a pencil (Figure 2) 
perfect smoke rings will be propelled 
through the hole in the top. If the 
taps are made in quick succession,
